A letter from Mrs. Bevan dated from Chiihsien on 2 une 22nd, 
1943, says that Bishop Bevan was “still away, and I do not expect 
him back till the end of this month. He went first to Chungking to 
attend the meetings of the House of Bishops, then to Chengtu for 
Bishop Maxwell’s Consecration, and since then has been visiting 
P’img-wu. These long itineraries are very exacting and tiring, but well 
worth while, for they keep our scattered Christians in touch in a way 
that no other method would be so effective in doing ; and it is.a great 
comfort to me to remember the prayer backing that my husband has 
when I think of him on these arduous journeys.” } 


"LETTER FROM BISHOP SONG. 


_ The Bishop’s House, 
P’i-fang-kai, 

Chengtu, Szechwan, | 

May 11th, 1943. 
Dear Friends of West China. 
__ May I give you some news in connection with educational work 
_ in this part of the world, where you have given your deep interest and 
support. In a recent article on Student Work, the Rev. Douglas 
Sargent says: | 

“The Campus of the West China Union University was once 
a quiet haven with a few hundred students and spacious grounds sug- 
gesting study and meditation. To-day, with its four universities, its 
- students, numbering nearly three thousand, and its correspondingly 
large faculty, it is more like a young city. Nor has its expansion yet 
ceased. Each week sees more students arriving. Many of these have 
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‘walea trée the occupied areas of China, in ordér to avoid conscrip- 
tion by the Japanese. They arrive, as is only to be expected, with 
inadequate funds and have immediately to apply for ‘ student relief.’ 
‘How long we can continue welcoming such students and, indeed, 
how long the universities can afford to continue to rum with the cost 
of living now eighty times its pre-war level, and still rising steeply, 2 are 
problems which are being constantly debated. 

“Not that students are the only people who find their way to 
Chengtu and the University campus. This being the largest centre for 
higher education in Free China, we receive our constant stream of 


- famous visitors. There was a time when a visitor was an interesting 


rarity whose lecture was attended by everybody without fail. To-day 
we listen to such people as Wendell Wilkie, the British Parliamentarians, 
Dr. H. H. Kung, Dr. Wellington Koo, Prof. Dodds, of Oxford, Dr. 
Needham, of Cambridge, provided their lecture hours do not conflict | 
with each other or with other items in our overful programmes. | 
“ All this is very stimulating. New horizons are opened up before 
the student mind.. Big world problems, particularly those of post-war 
reconstruction, are freely discussed. We are alive to ideas, though 
_ jt must be confessed that few of these ideas are thought through to any 
logical conclusions. The“very rush which contains so much that is 
~ stimulating, also militates against quiet meditation on the thoughts 
aroused. 
he effects upon our Christian work are obvious, both for good 
and for ill. The fact that students are roused to think cannot but be 
good. The fact that their schedules are so crowded gives them little 
time to attend Bible Classes and religious discussion groups. The | 
balance of effects, however, is definitely encouraging. As they visualise 
‘the trémendous problems facing the world to-day, they cannot avoid 
asking ‘Who is suffftient for these things?’ When this is seriously 
asked, it is a question that leads inevitably to the considering of the 
claims of our Lord Jesus Christ. | 
“In order to try and present before the students as full a picture 
of the meaning of Christianity as possible, we arranged this year, in 


addition to the regular Sunday services and weekly Bible Classes, . two 


missions, each of a week’s duration. The first of these, held in the 
autumn, was addressed primarily to those who were nominally Chris- 
tian, in order that they might be stirred to more whole-hearted follow- 
ing of Jesus Christ and also might be better equipped to pass on their 
knowledge of Christ to others. The speaker for this first mission was 
Bishop Ww. e ¢ Chen, of the Methodist Church. The meetings this 
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T. K. Shen, of our own Church. Both gave truly inspiring messages, 
with the result that many students have joined Bible Classes and groups, 
- through which we hope to lead them to a full knowlesge of Jesus 
Christ. | 
j “ The longer I am in student work in eo the more Sciairiatinl 
I WEEE that the deepest and most effective work is done in these 
small groups and classes. This conviction has led me this term to 
__ place my main emphasis there and to make certain that I allow nothing 
else for which I am in any way responsible to come at any of the all- 
too-few times at which the students are free for classes. The interest 
in classes of this type can be gauged from the fact that I have had 
nine such groups—some for Christians and some for non-Christians— 
and could have arranged more if the time had allowed. __ 
“Two of these groups are worthy of special mention. One of 
these grew out of the Christian Students’ Conference held during 
February. Although this year the holiday between our two very long 
’ terms of almost five months each was reduced to a week, the Christian — 
students decided to spend one full week in running a conference. Over 
a hundred attended, representatives coming from six different univer- 
sities and three middle schools. Although many were strangers to 
each other when the conference opened, a strong sense of 
Christian fellowship rapidly developed. So impressive was this’ that 
the students decided that something must be done to preserve this 
sense of fellowship and, if possible, bring others to share it. Thus 
the conference divided itself up into groups of twenty, each group con- 
taining a few from each university, and these groups have continued 
to meet regularly ever since. They form live centres of Christian 
influence among the student body as a whole. 


“The other type of group, which I have found so tremendously - 


encouraging, has been my confirmation classes. On the Sunday before 
Easter I had the joy of presenting fourteen people to the Bishop for 
confirmation, four members of the faculty and ten students. As they, 
one by one, renewed their baptismal promises and knelt before the 
Bishop, it was impossible not to try to visualise the great power that 
each one of them might be for Christ in China if only each did indeed 
‘daily increase in His Holy Spirit more and more.’” 

- You can see that there is tremendous opportunity for work among 
young people at this time, and I know you will pray very much for 
us. The Diocesan work goes on as usual.

‘CON SECRATION OF ASSISTANT BISHOP. 


On May 30th, 1943, the Rev. H. A. Maxwell, Secretary of the : 
-C.M.S. West China Mission, was‘consecrated Assistant Bishop in the 
Diocese of Western Szechwan. St. John’s Church, Chengtu, which has 
recently been repaired after suffering in an air raid, was too small to 
hold the congregation which gathered for the occasion. Representatives 
from the Churches, Missions and Universities operating in and around 
Chengtu added to the already large number of S.K.H. Church members 
who were able to be present. Twelve clergy (half of whom had come 
in to Chengtu from other parishes) and two deaconesses were in the 
robed procession that took part in the service. Bishop Song. led the 
service and, as was most fitting, Bishop Bevan, of the Sister Diocese of 
Eastern Szechwan, assisted. Bishop Hall, of Hongkong, who had got 
up from a sick-bed in order to be present, gave a most helpful sermon 
on the office, functions and temptations of a Bishop. He emphasised 
that a Bishop should not only be a busy administrator, but should 
‘have leisure to wait on God and give spiritual counsel to all who 
came to him. A very reverent service, in which we were all conscious 
_ of God’s presence with us, was followed by a reception of guests in 
the Diocesan Hostel. — G. V. H. ELLIOTT.

IMPRESSIONS OF A TOUR: SPRING, 1943. 

_ The Western Szechwan Diocese holds a strategic position along the 
Great North Road, stretching a distance of over 130 miles from 
Chengtu to Tsi-T’ung, and along other motor roads to Anhsien and 
Chongpa. The importance of this fact for the prospects and future 
development of the work are borne in upon one as one cycles from 
parish to parish and sees the rapid mange that are a place in 
some of the larger cities. 

_ Mienyang has already seven banks, and eities‘s are in process of 
erection. Plans are on foot for building a substantial bridge over the 
wide East River, a bridge which will take heavy lorries across a 
summer flood. Expectations are that there will be a juncture of two 
railways near the city ; one proceeding to Kansu via Chongpa, and the 
other to Shansi via Tsi-Tung. In the city itself, the S.K.H. in Western 
China has its one and only Junior Middle School, and it is from this 
school that we hope to continue to get most of our Church workers | 
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in future. Innumerable problems of finance and personnel have had 


_ to be faced the last two years, but Principal Song and a small nucleus 


of faithful staff have proved equal to the emergencies, and the prospects: 
of the school are now much better. Of a total of three hundred boys 
and girls, fifty are Christians and come regularly for Bible study on 
Sunday afternoons. Thirty to forty other children are interested 
enough in Christianity to want to know more, and they too have. 
enrolled in Bible Classes. It is not surprising therefore that while 
other Middle Schools in the city have been nicknamed by non-Chris- — 
- tians “The Eating House” and “The Play House,” our school has — 
earned the soubriquet of “ The Worship Hall.” — | 


In these financially chaotic days, when the cost of. rae is a 

hundred times what it was in 1937, doctors can make large sums of 
money in private practice. It was not altogether unexpected therefore 
that the Hospital at Mienchu had to close down early last year owing 
to lack of medical superintendent and staff. It was re-opened last July 
under the superintendence of Dr. Chang Hsi Hua, Bishop Song’s son- 
in-law, and is very gradually, in the face of competition and great 
difficulties, struggling to its feet again. Dr. Chang is full of ideas and 
energy, and, as he gains more experience in meeting the complicated — 
situations that arise, ought to build up a useful piece of medical work 
there. 


Faithful pastoral work is boing done in most of the parishes, and 
that in spite of the fact that Synod is unable to give its workers a living 
salary, and obliges them to get extra-parochial work to supplemént their 
income. It was with much trepidation that such permission was 
originally given, but the policy is justifying itself. I stayed the best part 
of a week in each parish, working with Chinese and Western colleagues 
to a programme made out by the Chinese pastor-in-charge. In this | 
way I learnt among other things of the potential leadership we have 
in the Diocese, and I was quite favourably impressed in this connection, 
though one realises that there is need for an even higher standard if 
the opportunities of the present and of post-war China are to be met. 
For those who can see and grasp opportunities, the present is a fruitful 
time for Christian work.‘ In Sintu a stream of officers and men flow 
daily into English Bible Classes ; in Chongchiang teachers and students: 
are buying copies of the Bible in increasing numbers ; in Hanchow 
the evangelistic work of the last three years is still producing good 
results. Stories..of radically changed lives in various parts of the 
Diocese; of vigtory over bitter persecution ; and of women hobbling 
twenty miles on their bound feet to the services on Sunday ; were an

encouraging offset to some of the less promising features of the work. 
These were more prominent in those places where Chinese workers 
without the help and encouragement of a Western colleague were. 
battling against-depressing odds. That the need for Westerners is as 
great as ever was borne out by personal observation, and has been 
emphasised by the National Christian Council in one of their resolu- 
tions at a conference held in Chungking this May. 

Twelve years ago I had the opportunity of getting into sen. 
- touch with workers in most centres of the Diocese and of knowing the 


strength and weakness of the work. It is my firm conviction that in 


the intervening years there has been, on the whole, a healthy, steady 
growth in the life and work of the Church, and that, with the calling 


out of more workers, and with sustained interest and prayer on the © 
part of the friends of the Diocese, there ought to be an even greater

NEWS FROM THE STATIONS. 
Day 1. Langchung (Paoning). : 


The Bible Institute, which : opened last oer nas seven or 
_ eight regular students, besides a few attending classes from outside. 


The Hospital work has suffered a serious loss in the departure of Sir 
Ivor and Lady Beauchamp, who will be missed by Chinese and. 


foreigners alike.- Dr. Gray ‘has recently arrived back from Kaolan, 
and Miss Walker has come from Shansi to take charge of dispensary 


work. Dr. Maddox writes : The usual seasonal period of slackness just 
before and after Chinese New Year was followed by a period of 
exceptionally big numbers in the out-patient department and more 


‘surgical work than usual. We are glad to see big numbers coming, 


but often wish that the work could be more evenly distributed. Space 


is the biggest limiting factor, whilst shortage of trained staff is another 
very big one ; we therefore ask friends to join in prayer for wisdom 
in management and selection of cases, and for definite spiritual results 
-amongst those who are admitted. 


Of the Church work, Miss Sanderson writes : The ett amongst 
the women, though not on a large scale, continues steadily, and we 
- rejoice from year to year in welcoming new ‘ * inquirers ’ ’ and in seeing 
others confessing their Saviour in baptism and going on to become — 
full church members. After baptism they become members of the © 
Women’s Missionary Service League which meets once a month and 
has various activities, such as giving help in evangelistic atorts, pre- 
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paring the church for special festivals and contributing money for 
evangelistic efforts and so on. Steady work is done at the weekly 
classes and just before Easter a week of special meetings was held. 
Sixfy women attended, forty-five of whom were definitely Christian, 
_ the average daily attendance being about thirty-five. Please pray for 
a deepening of spiritual life for all our sisters in Christ and that the | 
Holy Spirit may awaken meer more hearts to realise their need of 
salvation. | 
The weekly English Bible Classes for National Middle School 
students have been continued. Mr. Chang, the senior English master 
at the school, was recently baptised, and is hoping to form a school 
Christian Union. Mr. and Mrs. Crockett have recently left Paoning 
for furlough. | 
Sintientsi. 
| During the Chinem New Year, Miss Carpenter helped in the work | 
here, and a preaching band visited Ho Lin Si, the outstation, as well 
as:two other markets. During the spring it was expected that several 
catechumen would be received. The work in this area is suffering a 
severe loss by the retirement of Miss Johanson, who has now been 
in China for more than fifty years. 


Day. 5. Pachung (Pachow). | | 

Mr. and Mrs. Lloyd recently visited a country district, known as 
Weichiapien, where there.is a spreading movement, centring round two 
or three families. Three men have recently been baptised, as well as 
fourteen people received as catechumen. The church building was 
formerly an ancestral hall. There is a real work of the Spirit in this 
area ; please pray that these believers may go on to perfection, being 
kept by the power of God, — faith unto salvation. 


| Day 6. Nanpu. j 
Last Christmas Day there were, eight ball: one of these being- 
from an entirely new family. Since Bishop Ku’s visit some time ago, 
one old gentleman has regularly attended Sunday services. Outstation 
Christians seem to be keen, and responsive to messages given. 


Futsunyi. | 

Chinese New Year gave splendid opportunities for preaching, and 
short Bible schools, lasting three to four days, were arranged in three 
outstations at the request of the local Christians, with, apparently, 
worth-while results. | | 


Day 7. Yingshan. | 
The annual Bible schools for men and women were held in 


° 


February, with an average attendance of 43 women and 26 men. 
‘Searching messages were given by visiting which resulted in 
some quarrels being up. 


Chowkow. 


A short Bible school for women was held here during February, 

led by Miss Parsons. One woman put away her idols. Please pray 
for her. Prayer is also asked for two well-to-do ladies. They are 
church members, and could be a great influence, if ae keen for — 


God. 


Day 8. 


Shortly after Christmas one man and eleven women were baptised, , 
and five men received as catechumen. At Chinese New Year there 
were splendid preaching opportunities, and some seem to have been 
influenced. ‘Fhere have been shadows as well as sunshine, for two . 
women have fallen into grievous sin. Please pray for the work in 
this city, and also for the need of a Chinese worker. 


way 9. Kwangan. 

Mrs.-Eustace Davis writes in the B.C.M.S. “Missionary Messenger” 
of the wonderful movement going on-among the Senior and Junior 
Middle School boys, which has been a great encouragement after so 
many barren years. “Just before the Chinese New Year, which fell — 
at the end of last week, a fortnight’s school was held here for them. 
It was well worth all the preparation and energy expended on it. 
Eustace took most of the lectures, and two of the Chinese helped with 

the others. They got through a lot of stuff, but they were just hunger- 
- ing for more knowledge, and drank in all they could get. Two of the 
keenest have invited our Chinese workers and Eustace and myself out to 
their homes. We are just thrilled at such an opportunity. Eustace has 
waited seven years for such an invitation. A movement has already 
‘ begun in the district where these boys live as well as in their homes, 
and we are looking forward to being able to help and teach.” 


Day 12. Chiihsien. 

During the spring there were a few baptisms i in ‘the city and out- 
stations. Archdeacon Ts’ai and Mr. Derbyshire visited all the out- 
stations, and had an encouraging time at several of them. Pastor 
Chang spent a month or two helping in Wanhsien during the early part | 
of the year. 


Day 13. Tachu. 


_ The Rev. Lo Yu-hsin was ordained onbabyter during March. Mrs. 
Sadler writes: The women’s work in Tachu shows much promise. 
Good work has been put into it in the past and we are fortunate in 
having a few enthusiastic leaders. Recently the Women’s Missionary _ 
Service League decided entirely on their own to divide up the respon- 
sibility for the work amongst women. One or two were made respon- 
sible for finding inquirers and bringing them in; others were deputed 
to take the classes on certain days of the month, and the market-day 
‘preaching was all arranged for a month ahead, so that there should 
always be someone ready to meet the Heathen women when they drop 
in. Yet another was deputed to visit the sick amongst the church 
- members, to pray with them and to report as to their condition and 


needs. 
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Day 14. Tahsien. | 

Further visits have been paid to the two evangelistic objectives— 
Hsi Chao Chia Ch’ang, and Pu Chia Ch’ang, with encouraging results. 
During the Chinese New Year there was a busy time in the city, first 
with a special effort for students and then with evangelistic work during 
the regular holiday. Please pray for the East Szechwan Women’s © 
School here. Twenty students are now in residence. ge 

Please pray also that the plans for building a new church at 
San-ching-miao may be carried out this autumn. Some years ago a 
number of Christians promised grain for this end, but they waited for 
one another to move and as time went on suspicions and disputes about 
‘the accounts occurred, making for coldness. There are now good hopes © 
that the new building will be erected after the rice harvest, and such an 
event will mean a new beginning for this church. 


Day 16. Liangshan. 


After work in the city during Chinese New Year, Mr. Ellison and 
Mr. Orr had a three weeks’ tour visiting the outstations, where Bible 
classes and evangelistic work were maintained. The schools have 
started with eighty scholars.. Last term a number were blessed ; please 
pray that during this term many more may be won for Christ. 
Tienkiang. | 
_ Fifteen people gave in on names as believing as a result of the 
work at Chinese New Year, and they have been coming to services and 
meetings regularly. New work has been started in the market of 
Kao Tan, and with it a new evangelistic centre has been opened a 
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work the north-eastern part of the pastorate. Please pray for all the 
country evangelistic work, and for the Pastorate Preaching Band, which 
this year is making Kao Tan its centre for the _— foes f effort. 


Day 17. Kathsien. 

| Miss Gowar left recently for furlough. Please pray for one or 
two men inquirers. Some of the outstations have suffered sadly for 
lack of leadership ; but since the Rev. T. M. Orr joined Mr. Iliff as a 
_ fellow-worker, he has been able to do some country work with the 
Chinese pastor. Contacts with schoolboys in the city, which were 
numerous during the winter, have now dropped off somewhat; but 
several men who hold positions in the local government are friendly and 
there has been opportunity to preach the Gospel to them. . There have 
been a number of new believers among the women, some of them 
formerly vegetarians and thus intimately connected with idolatry. In 
the autumn, Dr. -Gray plans to open a temporary hospital in the 
_ city premises for some months, and prayer is asked for this venture. 


Day 18. Wanhsien. 


One of the most difficult tasks is to know how to deal with the 
large number of exiles who are always in this place. However, it is 
also a’ great pleasure to try and help these people, some of whom are 
fellow-Christians. Please continue to ? pray for all work among wounded 


soldiers. 


Day 19. Fengkieh. 
Mr. Lin, a pastor from another diocese, is teniporarily in n charge 
of the work in this district. 


Day 23. Mienyang. 
The prospects of the School are now paso brighter, and Mr. 
John Song, who had resigned, has consented to remain on as Principal. 


Day 30. Chengtu. | 
Bishop Maxwell has asked prayer for a large united Evangelistic 
Campaign to be held from November 15th to 20th next. 


DAY OF PRAYER AND GIFTS. 


The annual Day of Prayer: and Gifts was observed on Wednesday, 
June 23rd last, and in the afternoon the Annual Meeting of the 
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Diocesan Association (following on a meeting of the General Com- 


mittee) was held, by the kindness of the Rev. A. H. Wilkinson, in the. 
large Committee Room of the British and 2 nage Bible Society in 
Queen Victoria Street. 


In the unavoidable absence of the Raw: Preb. H. W. Hinde, Mr. 
A. B. Keith, Chairman of the Executive Committee, kindly presided ~ 
over the meeting. The audited Accounts and Balance Sheet for the 
year ended March 3lst, 1943 (details of which are given elsewhere in 
this issue) were presented by the Hon. Treasurer, Mr. J. H. Wenham, 
and formally adopted. 


. Thanksgivings and prayers for the work in the two lacoste were 

then led first by the Rev. H. W. Funnell (C.I.M.), on behalf of Eastern 
Szechwan, and later by Mr. Gurney Barclay (C.M.S.), speaking for the 
Western Szechwan Diocese. Although the number of friends able to - 
attend the gathering was small, the presence of the Holy Spirit was 
felt in a real atmosphere of prayer and praise which must surely result: 
in increased blessing on God’s work in Western China. 


The financial result of the Day amounted to just over £64. We 
are most grateful to one generous supporter whose donation very 
largely contributed to this figure, and to those others who also made 
special gifts; but it was somewhat disappointing to have fewer con- 
tributions than usual in a year when the. needs are much enter. than 


ever before.

The year opened with a balance in hand of £71 13s. Od., para 
with- £207 19s. 10d. the previous year. Receipts from all sources, 
including subscriptions, donations, Day of Prayer, earmarked amounts, 
interest and Income Tax recovered, totalled £612 10s. 9d., againsi 
£503 2s. 8d. the previous year. £448 8s. Id. was expended on work in 
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China and £174 19s. 10d. at home, a total of £623 7s. 11d., against 
£639 9s. 6d. the previous year, leaving a balance in hand of £60 15s. 10d. 
_ against £7 1 13s. Od. Owing to the tremendous rise in the cost of living 
in China, appeals from the Field are heartbreaking and unending ; but 
we can only send out such money as our friends entrust to us. If each
